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SHAVUOT 

THE  GIVING  OF  THE  LAW 

The  festival  of  Shavuot  has  assumed  major  historic  significance 
in  Jewish  life  because  it  commemorates  the  proclamation  of  the 
Ten  Commandments.  It  was  at  the  Passover  season  that  the  libera- 
tion of  the  Israelites  from  bondage  in  Egypt  first  began,  but  their 
freedom  was  not  complete  until  they  gathered  at  Mount  Sinai. 
Hence  the  festival  of  Shavuot,  coming  fifty  days  after  the  first  day 
of  Passover,  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  closing  Festival  — 
signifying  that  God’s  revealing  Himself  on  Sinai  was  the  crowning, 
glorious  climax  of  the  Exodus. 

Until  the  first  Shavuot  the  liberated  slaves  in  the  wilderness 
were  free  in  a physical  sense  only.  With  the  granting  of  the  Law, 
the  Israelites  became  spiritually  emancipated  from  the  immoral 
standards  which  dominated  the  ages  before  Sinai.  Shavuot  then 
marks  the  birth  of  the  spiritual  and  moral  law  which  has  illu- 
minated all  of  western  civilization  since  the  days  of  Moses. 

To  make  it  clear  that  the  teachings  of  the  Torah  revealed  at 
Sinai  are  for  all  mankind,  the  Book  of  Ruth,  the  story  of  one 
who  voluntarily  accepted  Judaism  in  place  of  the  idolatry  of  her 
people,  is  read  on  Shavuot.  Here  are  found  the  words  of  faith: 
“Entreat  me  not  to  leave  thee  ...  for  whither  thou  goest,  I will 
go;  and  where  thou  lodgest,  I will  lodge;  thy  people  shall  be  my 
people,  and  thy  God,  my  God.  . . 

THE  FIRST  FRUITS 

Shavuot  has  also  been  called  the  “Feast  of  the  First  Ripe 
Fruits.”  In  ancient  Temple  days,  people  journeyed  to  Jerusalem, 
the  Holy  City,  at  this  season  and  brought  their  first  fruits  as 
offerings  to  the  Temple. 

According  to  the  Bible,  the  three  Pilgrimage  Festivals  were 
also  seasonal  holidays:  Passover  was  the  festival  of  early  spring; 
Shavuot,  the  feast  of  the  first  fruits  or  the  Spring  harvest;  Sukkot, 
the  holiday  of  ingathering  of  the  fall  crops.  Thus,  in  ancient  days, 
these  festivals  were  connected  with  the  precarious  career  of  farm- 
ing. When  the  spring  season  arrived  it  meant  that  the  soil  was 
ready  for  planting.  Our  forefathers,  then,  prayed  to  God  not 
merely  for  their  historic  liberation  from  Egyptian  bondage  but  also 
for  the  liberation  of  the  earth  from  the  cold  grip  of  winter.  The 
custom  of  “praying  for  the  seasonal  dew”  on  Passover  is  related 
to  that  hope  for  the  divine  blessing  to  be  bestowed  upon  the 
crops.  The  people  then  went  back  to  their  work  on  the  soil  — 
to  plow  and  to  plant.  Upon  the  success  of  their  work  did  their 
well-being  and  livelihood  depend  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

It  is  in  the  light  of  this  eager  awaiting  of  God’s  blessing  that 
we  can  appreciate  the  interpretation  of  the  name  “Shavuot”  itself. 
The  word  means  simply  “weeks”.  It  denotes  that  after  the  first 
day  of  Passover,  there  were  seven  weeks  of  toil  and  strain  or  fifty 
days  of  watchful  waiting.  Hence  the  celebration  of  Shavuot  ex- 
pressed the  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  success  of  the  early  crops. 
It  is  designated  in  the  Bible  as  the  festival  of  the  harvest  of  first 
fruits  (Exodus  23,  16). 

THE  REVELATION  AT  SINAI 

Tradition  tells  that  the  ancient  Jews  counted  hopefully  each 
day  that  brought  them  closer  to  the  moment  when  they  were  to 
be  lifted  up  to  the  spiritual  heights  of  the  Torah.  Hence  the  days 
of  Sefirah  or  “counting”  were  regarded  as  a preparation  for  the 
great  event  of  receiving  the  Torah. 

Shavuot  celebrates  the  growth  of  the  plants  in  the  earth  and 

the  reaping  of  the  Spring  harvest.  It  is  a festival  of  nature  

but  also,  it  emphasizes  the  spiritual  growth  of  our  moral  and  reli- 
gious heritage.  The  great  event  of  the  giving  of  the  Law  recalls 
not  only  the  ripening  of  the  first  fruits  of  freedom  which  Moses 
wrested  from  Pharaoh  for  the  Israelites,  but  the  beginning  of  Israel's 
functioning  as  a lightbearer  to  all  mankind  as  well.  The  lightning 
and  the  thunder  which  accompanied  the  Revelation  on  Sinai  are 
symbols  of  the  illumination  and  the  message  which  the  Jewish 
people  must  bring  to  the  world  — a message  of  justice  and  brother- 
hood. As  Jews  we  continue,  by  our  daily  observance  of  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Torah,  to  bear  witness  unto  all  mankind  that 
'The  beginning  of  wisdom  is  the  fear  of  the  Lord."

Israel  News 
At  A Glance 

Tenth  Anniversary  Celebrations 

The  whole  of  Israel,  thousands 
of  tourists,  and  Jews  and  non- 
Jews  all  over  the  world  joined  in 
celebrating  the  tenth  anniversary 
of  the  momentous  day  ten  years 
ago  on  which  the  oldest  of  living 
nations  proclaimed  the  re-estab- 
lishment of  its  sovereign  state  in 
its  ancient  homeland. 

The  celebrations  of  the  anniver- 
sary itself  began  with  a solemn 
session  of  the  Knesset;  were  in- 
terrupted by  a day  of  remem- 
brance for  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  Israel  who  gave  their  lives  so 
that  the  nation  might  survive; 
came  to  a climax  with  an  impres- 
sive military  parade  and  march- 
past  in  Jerusalem;  and  were 
brought  to  a close  by  a reconstruc- 
tion of  the  historic  session  at  which 
the  Proclamation  of  Independence 
was  read. 

This  was  only  the  beginning, 
however,  of  Israel’s  Tenth  Anni- 
versary Year,  which  will  be  mark- 
ed by  the  Tenth  Anniversary  Ex- 
hibition in  Jerusalem,  a variety 
of  celebrations  in  town  and  coun- 
try, and  conventions  of  friends  of 
Israel  from  many  countries. 

Foreign  and  Security  Affairs 

Israel  is  in  favour  of  stopping 
all  nuclear  tests  and  destroying 
all  nuclear  weapons,  the  Prime 
Minister,  David  Ben-Gurion,  wrote 
in  reply  to  the  Soviet  Prime  Min- 
ister’s letter  of  April  4.  Mr.  Ben- 
Gurion’s  letter  was  delivered  on 
April  25  by  Ambassador  Yosef 
Avidar  to  Assistant  Foreign  Min- 
ister Fyrubin  in  Moscow. 

In  his  brief  reply  to  Mr.  Khrush- 
chev, Mr.  Ben-Gurion  recalled  the 
loss  of  six  million  Jews  at  the 
hands  of  the  Nazis,  the  revival  of 
the  State  of  Israel  by  the  Jewish 
people  and  the  tasks  that  lie 
ahead  for  the  State. 

General  von  Horn,  the  U.N. 
Chief  of  Staff,  has  been  asked  by 
the  Foreign  Minister,  Mrs.  Golda 
Meir,  to  deal  with  the  desecration 
of  the  cemetery  on  Mount  Olives 
and  the  return  of  two  Israelis  de- 
tained by  Jordan.
